The cost of running State or Terri 
iorial government must come from one 
or both of two sources, except that in 
Territorial government they have the 
third source of income, namely the 
baited States Government in Territo­ 
rial days (as in Oklahoma Territory) 
paid a goodly portion of the cost or 
Territorial government, whereas in 
#U te government the United States 
Governmept pays nothing. 
It is then a question of policy ob the 
part of the State administration chos­ 
en by the people as to whether the or­ 
dinary property taxpayers shall bear 
We burden of State government prac­ 
tically alone or whether special privi- 
Ingeu, franchises and other intangible 
Property, the great sources of profit 
earning, shall stand their fair propor­ 
tion of the cost of State government, 
and inasmuch as the intangible profit 
earning properties pay very little of 
We cost of county, township, school 
astrict or city government, it is the 
«bty of the administration of any state 
to fairly shift the burden 01 State gov­ 
ernment on to this class. They enjoy 
We protection of law and should, 
therefore, share In its expense. 
The Republican government of Ok­ 
lahoma Territory after seventeen years 
a f administration had only levied in­ 
san e for Territorial expenses on the 
Wocial privilege and franchise class 
lo the gross amount In the entire Ter­ 
ritory of less than forty thousand dol­ 
lars per year, being equivalent to less 
Wan eight dollars out of every hun­ 
dred dollars collected for the expense 
of Oklahoma Territory, the remaining 
ninety-two dollars out of every hun­ 
dred being raised by direct taxation 
levied on the ordinary taxpayers. 
In the State of Kansas last year the 
Kansas State Auditor’s Report shows 
that the special privilege and fran­ 
chise class in Kansas paid only twen­
